batten. The groom is a grandson of the late Queen Victoria, a cousin 
of King George and the closest friend and companion of the Prince of 
Wales, who was the best man at today’s ceremony. 

King George and Queen Mary attended the wedding. after: which 
a reception was held at Brook House, the Park Lane mansion which 
is part of the bride's inheritance of £5,000,000 and which will be the

Gertrude Atherton has  trans- 
formed what was a futile screen 
play, “Don't Neglect Your Wife,” 
into a book called “Dormant 
Fires” that is really rather worth 
while. She has vindicated her 
story, which proves to be a per- 
fectly good literary theme, no mat- 
ter what the film directors man- 
aged to do to it. The title they 
gave it nearly broke her heart. 

But in book form, dressed with 
Mrs. Atherton’s own literary ability, 
and strictly portraying her inten- 
tions, it is not only a good story, 
but delightfully portrays 
of a vanished California in 
whose history she is so well in- 
formed. California owes a 
deal to Mrs. Atherten, she has 
given us a literary pedigree, an his- 
toric bdckground, social literary 
standing. as it were, that does «a 
good deal for our prestige both In 
the East and ip Europe. The En- 
giish reviewers are very partial to 
Mre. Atherton, and never fail to 
give her—and incidentally Call- 
fornia—half a column of attention 
every time she produces a new 
book. In fact she is one of our 
best assets--if we keep her away 
from the films. ’ 

And just as the films are the 
wrong dress for Mrs. Atherton, so 
numerous women of high standing 
create quite a false impression of 

Ives in their clothes. For 
inetatiee, we have a particularly 
bright practical logical young 
woman in town in professiona! life. 
But unless one gets an opportunity 
to meet and talk with her, one 
might never suspect it. She is lit- 
tle and then and anemic, but she 
wears aggressively decollete eve- 
ning gowns. But when she talks 
one can almost forget it in the 
charm of her sincerity. her wit. 
her very tangible capacity. At a 
recent function I longed to wrap 
a tablecioth round her—not in the 
cause of morals, but in the cause 
of art. She is essentially a woman 
who should be heard and not seen, 
as distinct from the many who 
should be seen but 
heard. 


But I know another case of a4 
woman in public life whose handi- 
cap is more baffling. -She is highly 
capable, generous to a fault, well- 
gowned and good-looking. She 
aspires to office in clubland but 
can never be elected in spite of 
these paramount virtues: And be- 
cause—well, she will say “done” 
instead of “did” and “me” where 
she should say “I.” and “was” when 
“were” is essential It is the most 
surprising thing, because In every- 
thing elee she is so very adaptable. 

And just for this one handicap 
she finds herself overlooked at 
nomination time. No elub could 
stand for an cae presi- 
dent —although very popular 
in every other way. 

All. that woman needs is one
